This email serves as notification that the 7-day running average Sacramento River at Rio Vista flow (as modified under the 

July 3, 2015 TUCP Order) fell below the 2000 cfs value from 11/27/15 through 11/30/15 as shown in the table below. 

Combined Project pumping during this same time period was less than 1500 cfs. The monthly TUCP Rio Vista flow rate 

of 2,500 cfs on a monthly average was met (2673 cfs).

Due to low river flows and continuing problems with salinity in the Delta, we anticipate a 

struggle with the Rio Vista standard into December and until we see measurable precipitation 

with inflows to the Delta.
